Medrano was described as

ated at a national level and to 
jbave contained an 'agent in ev- 
i c;-y province, all of whom were 
| members of Lions Internation- 
]nt — a business men s service 
organization. 

Brought from Miami 
Medrano was international 
counselor and adviser of the 
Lions’ ’public relations commit- 
tee, the report said, and was 
recruited by the CIA in Miami 
'in 1061. 

: He returned to Cuba in 1962 
and traveled around the island, 
ostensibly- working for Lions 
Tide. 'national but in fact col--, 
lccting military, economic, and ! 
political information, and con-1 
t acting other CIA agents, the] 
Cuban prosecution charged. 

NO WORD HERE 
in Chicago, officials of Lions
